A journalist by profession* Klausnor is flurried but was no 
child r in. Prior to 1950 he v;us editor and ; onager of *el&- 
ryaf the leading Vienna evening paper. . During . thi s ^ tine 
lie J was a Bocial- Democrat, well known for his unti-i.azi views 
and nowspupei' editorials. Upon tue annexation of Austria 
he '/as forced to flee with his v/ife to avoid inlci'nxtont, 
iill his property v;as taken or forcibly purchased fron nina, 
Klausnor went to Belgrade, v/uoro he bee a:wc sales representative 
for an international newspaper syndicate, /allowing the Gor- 
nan invasion of Yugoslavia, the Klausners were forced^ into hid- 
ing with fri nds in Belgrade, and late in 1912 ho joined the 
Yugoslav Partisans and the Communist a arty Of Yugoslavia. 

Ho returned 1 to Vienna shortly after the end of the war and 
obtuinou his ;resent aoartaor.t with the aid of the Soviet 
Coriander of the J.coxid district. Soon after his return to 
Vienna ho bccano Local —bite r of the Volk-s s t *
